The changing of the guard 
took place. again Monday In 
the courthouse when the 
county officials who were 
elected to office on Nov. 6 
took, over their duties offi- 
cially, 

There was only one really 
new race among the officers, 
that or Probate Judge La- 
Verne A. Dixon, whose pre- 
vious service in the court- 
house ..had been restricted 
largely to court appearances 
as an attorney. 

Judge Dixon and County 
Judge Minard E. IIuI.se, who 
is embarking on iiis fourth 
term, arc in the strange po- 
sition of knowing that by the 
time their term is completed 
their jobs will also have been 
eliminated as a result of the 
affirmative vote on the judi- 
cial "Blue Ballot" amend- 
ment to the state constitu- 
tion. 

'Judge Dixon will lie mov- 
ing into a post that has been 
vacant since Circuit Judge 
Thomas J. Moran switched 
courts two years ago. 

Taking elective of rice for 
the first time was Sheriff 
Charles E. Larson: although 
he is a familiar figure about 
the courthouse having served 
a long apprenticeship as 
deputy shcrilf and chief dep- 
uty under a succession of 
sheriffs. 

County Treasurer Karl 
Berning is not exactly a 
stranger around the court- 
house since he steps up to 
the' post from the job of Su- 
pervisor from West Deerfield 
Township. 

The two-time chairman of 
the county board probably 
has the biggest job of famil- 
iarization since the treasur- 
er's job Is tremendously com- 
plex, but he is counting on 
the introduction of automatic 
data processing equipment, 
the much-discussed IBM 
equipment, to case his way.

How toMjke Coffee 

For * Crowd l : -. 

lURliANA ^In ' th<C busy 
social season ahead, many 
homemakers may find them- 
selves making coffee for" a 
crowdi V -This j means that! 
they must adapt family-sized 
principles of coffee-making 
to large-quantity methods.; ' 
- Geraldlne Acker, Univer- 
sity of Illinois extension foods 
and nutrition specialist, gives 
the following directions for 
making coffee hi large quan- 
tities:' ^ ■ 

With bag: Put percolator- 
(ground coffee in a muslin 
lor . double cheesecloth bag 
large; enough, to hold, twice 
the 'amount of coffee being 
used. The' "coffee grounds 
will expand; Tie the bag 
tightly, leaving room for ex- 
pansion. Place the bag; in 
boiling water, cover the con- 
tainer, reduce the .heat and 
let the coffee stand 10 min- 
utes, agitating the bag once 
or twice during this period. 
Remove the bag; keep coffee 
hot, but dp not boil. 
.With urn: Use drip or 
percolator grind, depending 
on the type of urn. If direc- 
tions for use of the urn are 
not available, fill the water 
Jacket of the urn so that the] 
glass gauge registers about) 
three-fourths full, and heat 
to boiling point. Put coffee 
in the urn bag or basket. 
Pour or siphon fresh and 
briskly boiling water evenly 
over ttie coffee. Cover and 
let the water drip through 
completely. 

Remove bag or basket Im- 
mediately, as seepage from 
the grounds gives a harsher 
flavor to the coffee. Replace 
tiic cover and serve the cof- 
fee promptly. For best re- 
sults witli large groups, the 
coffee' should be made fresh 
about every hour because it 
deteriorates on standing. 

More information about 
making coffee for a crowd 
is given on a new. fact sheet 
prepared by Miss Acker. In- 
cluded on the sheet are pro- 
portions for using regular or 
instant coffee. Cleaning in- 
structions for coffee bags and 
urns arc also given.

convenient hunting jacket 
pockets. The handkerchiefs 
make effective slings, or can 
bo used to secure dressings 
to an extremity or as a tour- 
niquet. 

In areas where there arc 
poisonous snakes, a compact 
plastic snake kit should be 
carried as well. 

"The use of the materials 
in the first aid kit is for first 
aid only, and medical aitl is 
to l>e sought as soon after 
injury as conditions permit," 
the committee warns. "With 
such a kit one can cope with 
the usual injuries encoun- 
tered while hunting, fishing. 
camping, or just plain bird 
watching. 

"If this kit is too bother- 
some, at least throw several 
baud-aids into a pocket on 
the next outing."
